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address signal, the write enable signal and the row address 
strobe signal being set at a logic "low" level. In new claim 
18, on the other hand, the second means sets the designating 
signal into a holding circuit in response to the column 
address strobe signal, the write enable signal and the row 
address strobe signal being at a logic "low" level. 
Independent claims 22 and 24 are similar to claim 18 in this 
regard. The new dependent claims 19-21, 23 and 25-28 define 
further aspects of the invention including the feature of the 
fourth external terminal being used to receive an address 
signal in a first period of time and the designating signal in 
a second period of time. 

It is respectfully submitted that new claims 18-28 
patentably distinguish over the cited prior art from the 
parent applications. It is also respectfully submitted that 
these claims clearly define the invention within the 
requirements of 35 USC 112, second paragraph, noting that the 
language of these claims is quite similar to that of the 
allowed claims 14-17. Accordingly, entry of these newly 
submitted claims 18-28 and allowance thereof is earnestly 
solicited . 

With regard to the prior art cited in the various parent 
applications, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner 
review this in accordance with the provisions of MPEP 
2001.06(b).
